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Claims 20 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Cooper 
in view of Berggren 6,005,707. 

Cooper teaches a programmable mask including a substrate with electrical 
control circuitry and a modulator. The modulator is not a "nanoparticle" modulator, 
however, Cooper states that other well known modulators would be obvious variants or 
substitutions to one of ordinary skill. Berggren shows that his voltage controlled 
nanoparticle modulator is desirable for fast speed, broader range, high peak differential 
absorbance, and ability to be integrated with other devices. For these advantages it 
would have been obvious to have practiced a Berggren nanoparticle modulator in a 
device as Cooper. Claim 20 is obvious structure. 

Claim 27 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Cooper 
with Berggren, above and further in view of Sarma '840. 

As stated previously, it would have been obvious to have practiced SOS 
transistors for a device as Cooper for increased speed. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 20 and 27 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

In addition, the limitation "operable at lithographic wavelengths" is rather broad 
because lithography can be done in the optical to uV to X-ray wavelengths. There are 
no limitations in the claims that state 193 nm or 248 nm or any particular exact 
wavelength or range. Arguments regarding sapphire subsrate are unconvincing of 
patentability because silicon on sapphire transistors are desirable for high speed and 
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"lithographic wavelengths" is broad and undistinguishing over the applied art. Moreover, 
glass is transparent at uV wavelengths. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
